Now ecosomic solidarity is 
| everything. and those of us who 
live and work far away from the 
Rhine need not thiok only of 
conditions in Germans when we 
| are asked. to produce mora com- 
| roodities by the labour expended 
in Britain or other Allied coun- 
tries. We. in this country feel 
the shortage of clothing, house- 
hold necessities, the high price of 
food, and the shortage of houses, 
and we can only overcome these 
difficulties by greater production.
